County delay passing market vaiue assessment 


by Jeff Wilson 


County-wide market value assessment will not come 
into effect until at least 1997, after County Council voted 
to table the proposal during a meeting last Thursday. 

Ina 17-15 vote County Council passed a motion to hold 
off implementing market value assessment until the phase- 
in component can be more thoroughly studied, and be- 
cause two-thirds of residential properties in the county 
will see an increase in taxes. Marmora Reeve Andre 
Philpot put forth the motion which was seconded by Mayo 
Township Reeve Dave Panabaker. The vote had to be 
“taken twice, once unrecorded and then recorded before it 
officially passed. Following the vote, a number of people 
in the gallery applauded the decision. 

Two. municipalities flipped their votes which allowed 
county-wide market value assessment to be tabled. Thurlow 
Reeve Gerry Masterson and Tweed Village Reeve Gib 
Allen both voted in favor of tabling the issue, while their 
council voted in favor of market value assessment. 

Under the market value assessment system, all proper- 
ties within the county would be reassessed at 1992 values 
which would mean similar properties across the county 
would be charged similar property taxes. 

County Warder Lloyd Churchill cautioned that this 
issue would not go away and would come before-County 
Council again, as early as the next meeting, in November. 
He added that this issue may be the hardest that county 
council members have ever had to vote on. . 

County council had to pass the market value assess- 
ment proposal at the September meeting to allow it to be 
implemented in the 1996 tax year. Property owners would 
have been sent an assessment of their property and then 
given the opportunity to appeal if they were not satisfied 
with it. 


Before the issue could be voted on at County Council, © 


14 out of the 27 municipalities had to-vote in favor. County 
Administrator Bill Bouma told council 15 municipalities 
voted in favor of market value assessment, while I'l voted 
against. He added that Huntingdon Township had not 
provided their decision. Huntingdon Township Reeve 
Ted Pollock told council, Huntingdon voted that County 
Council should hold a moratorium on the matter until such 
time all property owners in Hastings can be notified of the

effects of market value assessment and have a discussion 
with their municipal council members. 

Now that market value assessment will not be imple- 
mented in 1996, property owners who have discovered 
that they are paying too much property taywill probably

The assessors wamed county council members that 
once they prepared the market value assessment imple- 
mentation study and they didn’t pass it, the numbers would 
be available to the public. 

Prior to the vote, Joanne Henry and Grant Boundy of 
the Moira Watershed Action Committee spoke-against 
market value assessment. Henry questioned whether mar- 
ket value was the “better way”’. 


She told council that market value assessment will shift 
the tax burden across the county. She added that the Fair 
Tax Commission 1s against market value assessment and 
council should wait until the commission brings forward 
an acceptable alternative. She concluded by saying the 
“Robin Hood theory” of collecting taxes doesn’t work 
anymore. 


Bouridy told council that market value assessment is 
supposed to be based on open markét sales, but he put forth 
some examples that couldn't be considered open market 
sales, making it difficult to determine the market value. 
Boundy added that council should take tts ume and review 
the system to avoid a number of assessment appeals and 
ensure they are doing the right thing 


Madoc Village Reeve Tom Deline said the décision not 
to pass market value assessment scares him. He said with 
the reduced tax dollars that will result from assessment 
appeals will mean municipalities will be running at a 
deficit. He added that it will be a “double whammy” in 
1997 if market value assessment is approved because 
municipalities will have no choice but to increase taxes

Beef cattle’s changing — 
picture in the province

The beef cattle mdustry 
in Ontario has been going 
through many changes over 
the last 10 or 15 years. 

The major part of Cana- 
da’s beef herd ts located in 
Alberta and Western 
Canada.

Returns to beef sales are 
approximately 15 per cent 
of the total farm cash sales 
in Ontario, Years ago, most 
of the finished beet cattle 
were fed out, processed and 
marketed here m Ontario 
In recent years, a much 
higher percentage of cattle

Tax rebate rate 
remains intact

Farmers will shortly be 
receiving their 1995 Farm 
Tax Rebate application 
form. The rebate this year 
remains at 75 per cent of 
farm taxes levied on farm 
land and outbuildings. 

To be eligible for a re- 
bate, landowners must have 
generated at least $7,000 in 
gross farm income in 1955. 
No rebate will be paid for 
faxes levied Ogefarm resi- 
dence and one dre of land. 

To be eligible, farmers 
must have met the new reg- 
istratidh requirements un- 
der the Farm Registration 
and Farm Organization 
Funding Act and submitted 
the $150 fee as required. 
You may still be validif you 
received a refund of this 
fee: : 

Eligible applicants 
should have received a reg- 
istration number for their 
farm business. Applications 
currently being forwarded 
for the rebate include two 
types depending on whether 
or not there have been 
changes to the property.

There was one basic fac- 
tor wrong with this type of 
speculation. Surprisingly 
enough, it was a local firm 
making the presentation, a 
firm known as the Clarion 
Boat Company. Clarion has 
been producing these el- 
egant, antique-style vessels 
for six years to fill a very 
special marketplace need. 

With their rich polished 
wood exterior, the Gold Cup 
25 and another 19-foot 
runabout model are remind- 
eryof a by-gone era, but are 
*-sémewhat revolutionary in 
that they are combined with 
moder technological ad- 
vances--the best of both 
_ worlds. 

Dwight Boyd, who built 
his first boat at the age of 15 
from plans in Mechanics 
Illustrated, is the man be- 
hind the distinctive boat- 
building craftsmanship. 

Clarion remains one of 
the best-kept. secrets in 
town. Operating out of a 
small, nondescript white; 
one-level building on Front 
Street North (just below the 
hospital), the company may 
have low-key visibility 
while offering a very spe- 
cial type of product to its 
customers. 


America’s Cup Designer 


Another element that 
makes Boyd's new models 
so extraordinary is that they 
were designed by Steve 
Killing, co-developer of the” 
Fast Yacht computer-aided 


a 


design system. Killing was 
project manager of Evep- 
green, Canada’s Cup win- 
ner of 1978 and assistant 
designer of Canada 1, the 
America’s Cup challenger 
of that year. 

Also head designer of the 
True North challenge for 
the America’s Cup in 1987, 
Killing supervised the tank 
testing of the 12-metre 
yachts at Offshore Tech- 
nology in California. So itis 
evident that Clanon strove 
for the highest form of en- 
gincering excellence tocre- 
ale its two quality proto- 
types. 

Building new boats ts 
only part of the business 
generated by the Clarion 
crew, consisting of three 
full-time and one part-time 
workers in addition to Boyd. 
They are also involved in a 
fot of restoration work. His 


full-turme workers include 


Kent Allanson, Joe Mead 
and Merle Baumhour. Kent 
has been a valuable mem- 
ber of Dwight’s crew for 11 
years. 

“The majority of our 
work is on an order basis 
where we're commissioned 
to build a specific type of 
boat,” explains the person- 
able Boyd. “For instance, 
we've been talking tosome- 
one in New York who wants 
a 28-foot, 75-mile an hour 
classic race boat. We'll have 
this one to do over the win- 
ter months.” 

Boyd says a boat of this 
class will require about 


2,000 to 3,000 man hours or / 


eight to 10 months from start 
to finish. 

Also scheduled for res- 
toration is a 1934 boat that 
needs all new decks, sev- 
eral separate planks in the 
hull and a few other repairs, 
including new upholstery. 

Clarion is one ot several 
antique boat-builders in the 
province. Most of the oth- 
ers are located in the 
Muskokas. “We're the only 
firm there completely 
new boats of t 
southern Ontario,” points 
out Dwight. 

All of the drawings for 
the Gold Cup 25 and the 19- 
foot runabout are compu- 
ter-generated to assure ab-

We can build a 
boat that has the old look 
but doesn't have any of the 
problems. They are all lami- 
nated so they don’t shrink 
or swell or rot. We elimi- 
nate all of the old problems 
commonly associated with 
wooden boats and give you 
the desired aesthetic look,” 
explained Boyd. 

In addition, says the 
Clanon owner, the compu- 
ter allows the builders to 
pinpoint the centres of buoy- 
ancy and the centres of grav- 
ity. Ps! 

“The engine and trans 
mission weigh about | 200 
pounds so you can imagine 
when you start moving the 
boat fore and aft you're 
going to start upsetting the 
trim and the running att- 
tude,” notes Boyd. “The 
computer tells us to put the 
parts incertain locations and 
we do that. That means 
when the boat goes into the 
water it always floats on its 
water lines.”’. 

Boyd says the Clarion 
line boats are built like air- 
craft, not like a traditional 
boat. He says the end result 
is that they end up being 
extremely light but very 
strong. Clarion offers a five- 
year warranty on all wood 
boats “which is as good or 
better than .any fibreglass 
boat -on the market. Any 
problem is covered except 
for damage. We haven't as 
yet had to do any warranty 
work, however.” 

Boyd's connection with 
boats evolved froma hobby 
He always admired wooden 


‘boats and hiked working 


with wood. His background 
is carpeniry and cabinet 
making which he did build- 
ing houses inthis area.

plains Dwight. “I began at- 
tracting better quality work 
and about 15 years ago I did 
a restoration job on a 1914 
Barnamin Launch and it 
won Antique Boat of the 
Year honours ina major 
antique show in Toronto.

quality work on expensive 
boats and | made the transi

Restorations of these 
older boats continued but 
there were only so many 
built and there were only so 
many survivors. “In the 
1980s everything went 
crazy. People were digging 
these things out of boat 
houses and old barns,”’ Boyd 
related. “In some cases peo- 
ple were virtually giving you 
a blank cheque for restora- 
tions. They would spend 
anywhere from $70,000 to 
$110,000 on these classic 
wooden boats,” 

Realizing he would 
gradually run out of resto- 
ration work, Boyd discov- 
ered there was still a lot of 


‘interest in the style of 


wooden boats. So he de- 
cided that a new style bout 
combining the best of both 
worlds--computerized con- 
struction and a model that 
still retained the vintage 
look--would fill a market- 
place need. 

“And to a degree it has 
because you can no loneer 
find the originals and if you 
want something that looks 
like it you must order a new 
one. 

“Also there are a lot of 
people who don’t want the 
originals because they are 
afraid of the mamtenance 
hassles. If you've gota l9b4 
or 1924 faunch, forinstance. 
morder toretainits value, it 
must have the old engine in 
it so you automatically have 
a problem to deal with.”

On the new Gold Cup 
poats, Clarion produced all 
of tts own hardware “be- 
cause you can’t buy it.” All 
of the pattems are made out 
of wood and are sent to a 
fourkiry to be castin bronze 
The hardware is then ma 
chined and mounted on the 
boats, offering a very cus 
tomized appearance “that 
you don't see elsewhere.” 

Although you don’t see 
many of the old wooden 
boats on the Trent-Sevem- 
there are quite afew patrol 
ling the waters in the 
Muskokas where there's a 
lot of wooden boat-build. 
ing history and “a lot of 
money as well.” Wooden 
boats are also farpiliar in 
upstate New York locations 
such as Finger Lakes and 
Lake George 

Boyd is also proud of the 
acquisition of the name and 
logo of a new and prestig- 
ious nautical entity--the 
Peterborough Boat Com- 
pany, aname that goes back 
to the carly 1900s. It be- 
came dormant after a Que- 
bec. company using the 
name went out of business.

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Preparing a special needs ‘student

Baek to school! 

For many parents these 
three words are music to 
their cars. But for parents of 


“special needs students, thes 


may raise questions and cre- 
ate anxieties. Why? 

As a parent of a child 
with special needs. you may 
be faced with a new teacher 
who doesn’t vet understand 
your child’s needs. Your 
child may have developed a 
special relavonship with an 
educational assistant but this 
year your child wall be 
working with someone new, 

Parents “may feel they 
will have trouble finding 
someone who understands 
what they are going through 
and what the needs of their 
child are. They may feel 
alone and isolated. 


What Can You Do? 
——— 

Getting a-spécial needs 
student ready for school 
takes planning, organiza- 
tion and positive thinking, 

Make a point of meeting 
with your child's teacher. 
Let the teacher know more 
about your child and his or 
her learning style. Perhaps 
your child performs oral 
presentations better than 
wnitien ones. Because of the 
child's needs, they may 
need extra ime tocomplete 
an assignment. 

The teacher needs this 
information. Athome, make 
sure you are aware of as- 
signments and if your child 
os slipping behind in school 
work, Make.sure the lines 


of communication are open. 


Work with your child and 


help them get organized. 
The beginning of this task is 
school supplies. 


I have 
found that giving my childa 


colour-coded binder for 
every subject helps them 
develop organizational 
skills. With a set of binders, 


a child can then organize 
basins and assignments 
from school. Describe to

Wreenteinen: 
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Progress report shows’slight

The DHI Progress Re- 
port is a good indicator of 
progress in dairy produc- 
tion across Ontario. 

The 1994 Progress Re- 
port shows an increase of 
three percentage points-- 
raising the average BCA 
percentage point to 177 for 
1994. This represents an 
average annual milk-pro- 
duction of 7,958 kilograms 
per afumal on over 252,000 
cows in 5,339 herds. 

The annual. report rec- 
ognizes-the top producing 
herds by breed across the 
province. The overall top 
herd went to a Jersey pro- 
ducer--J and J White, St. 
Thomas, with a BCA aver- 
age of 265.7 and an annual 
production of 7,838 kilo- 
grams on 32 cows. 

In the Ayrshire section, 
D. Williams of Cumberland 
reported a BCA of 236.3 on 
a herd of 66 animals. 

The top Ayrshire herd in 
the county was John C. 
Hendy of Campbellford 
with a BCA of 218.3 on 26 
animals tested in 1994. Ten 
herds had a BCA average 
above the 200 mark. 

The.total average BCA 
for Northumberland aver-: 
aged 174 with a production 
of 7,891 kilograms com- 
pared to the provincial av- 
erage of 177 and anaverage 
production of 7,958 kilo- 
grams. There are a total of 
over 16.100 herds on DHI 
across Canada--33 per cent

Number of rabies cases plummets 


Peterborough--The number of rabies casés continues to plummet faster than 
expected. Last year Ontano had the lowest number of rabid animals since 1961, and the 


incidence was down 72 


per cent from the average for the 1980s 


In the first six months of 1994 there were 297 cases,.whereas this year the figure is 
103, according to information from Agricultural Representative Bruce Ward of the 
Ministry of Agneulture, Food and Rural Affairs in Peterborough 

Given the Mimstry of Natural Resources’ ambitious plans for baiting in 1995, fox 
rabies should exist only inasolated pockets by this ume next year. It looks as though this 


vear's total will be about 10 per cent of the 1980s" average 


MNR wall distnbute 1.8 millon baits for the 1995 season. About 40,000 of the baits’ 
will be distributed by hand in ravines and green spaces, and near fox dens reported by 
the public. The rest will be dropped from the air, the intentions being to cover the entire 
rabies zone in southern Ontano 

With the approval of Quebec authorities the rabies bait drop is being extended into 
Quebec along the Ottawa River. If baiting was discontinued in the now rabies-free zone 
of eastem Ontario, the probability of re-invasion from Quebec seemed great enough to 
cause concern. To minimize the changes of re-invasion MNR will extend the bait drop 
into Quebec to clean out the residual pockets. 

One wornsome feature remains. As reports of rabid foxes and skunks disappear, 
livestock cases seem to persist. Does that mean there are sull a few rabid foxes out there 


that no one sees?

Norwood Fair celebrates 127 years

years of cheese memories 


By Aureen Richardson: 


There were 1.060 years 
of combined senior memo 
ries and reminiscing by the 
Warkworth Diners at the 
St. Paul's Christian Educa- 
tion Centre on Sept. 26th. 
Actually the local cheese 
story of 1870-1980 com- 
prised 110 years but the sen- 
iors who participated had 
combined ages totalling a 
remarkable 1,060 years. 

Grace Edgar introduced 
the cheese hnstory, telling 
of the first Warkworth 
cheese factory in 1870 and 
the second in 1880. They 
were the work of Bill 
Drewry with the reminisce 
ing provided by 89-vear- 
old Archie Frost. 

Aureen Richardson told 
of the Brickley factory u- 
cluding three generations of 
dairying by the Honey fam- 
ily. Production records 
showed how the breeding 
of dairy cattle improved 
blood lines: Richard Honey 
had the 22nd cow in Canada 
listed on “record of produc 
hon,” 

Eighty-tive-year-old Bill 
Bowen told of preparing the 
poplar headers’ and elm 
sides tor the 90-pound 
cheese boxes between 
1914-1925. 


Beginning with the fam 
ily of Dit Clapper, well 
known all-star defenceman 
with the NHL's? Boston 
Bruins; $2-year-old Ewart 
Hardy traced the Clapper 
cheese niaking at Fenella, 
Trent River and Dartford 
Ironically, a fire burned the 
factory in cach location 

Dorothy Pratt told of the 
six months of cheese mak 
ing. the three months of 
butter making by homemiuak 
ers and the three months of 
dry cows before the birth of 
calves. She also told of the 
cheese press tombstone for 
Bruce Mernot and sons two 
miles west of Roseneath 

Ann Rose told of two 
Burnley cheese lactones. In 


the 1940s. the Burnley tac-~ 


tory was described ma farm 
magazine as “the most mod 
ern cheese factory m On 
tare.” 

“Women are cxectient 
cheese makers” was the 0 
tle of Margaret Petrie’s 
presentation. She men 
tioned that Annie Ellevier 
was the champion cheese 
maker at Chivago’s World 
Fair in E893. Eliza Drewry 
made cheese at Brickley in 
the early 1900s

“T can't believe they 
would leave us stranded like 
this for the sake of a few 
million dollars,” Farrugia 
said yesterday as she leaned 
on her walker 

Shankar and Farrugia are 
notalone. About,55 percent 
of the TTC’s 23,000 regis- 
tered Wheel-Trans custom- 
ers are ambulatory disabled 
- those whodon’t use wheel- 
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chairs but have trouble 
walking 175 metres orcan’t 
manage three steps. 

The Wheel-Trans taxi

$10.60 an hour to operate, 
compared to $32 an hour 
for the specially equipped 
Orion Wheel-Trans buses 
All Wheel-Trans custom- 
ers pay the regular TTC fare.

In the USA, manjuana 
can only be legally pre- 
scribed to treat glaucoma 
and the side effects of can- 
cer chemotherapy. How- 
ever, many, including the 
Alliance for Cannabis 
Therapeutics, have argued 
that the use of marijuana ts 
therapeutic for some per- 
sons with MS and spinal 
cord myuries.

As the fall winds begin | 
to bluster and the tempera- 
tures start to drop, people 
head for home to stay safe 
and warm. However. if they 
haven't weatherproofed 
their house for the season, 
they could be out in thé cold. 

Qae of the first parts of 
the home people should 
check is the roof. They must 
réplace tom of loose shin- 
gles and check the blacktop 
to see if patching is neces- 
sary. If flashing has pulled 
away, they should secure if 
with roofing cement. 

Homeowners also need 
to look for signs of water 
leakage into the attic. Not 
only could a leak ruin the 
belongings stored in the at- 
tc, but italso could weaken 
a home's structure. To fur- 
ther prevent water damage 

‘in the attic, people should 
clean out any clogged gut- 
ters and make sure the attic 
louvers are open to allow 
mist air to escape. 

The next step for home- 
owners to take before win- 
ter weather hits is to check 
the exterior walls of the 
house. They should nail any 
loose boards or shingles on 
the siding and touch 1 up any 
areas where paint is worn to

To better msulate their 
home trom cold winds, 
homeowners should caulk 
‘the joints between the sid- 
ing and window and door 
‘frames. They also need to 
replace storm windows and 
check that all of the doors 
close properly. 

Next on the list for the 
fall homme inspection should 
be a plumbing and drainage 
check. Homeowners should 


inspect the sump pump and- 


make sure W'S working 
properly, just in case fall

Then, they should inspect 
their heating system, includ- 
ing cleaning the contacts in 
vertical-type thermostats. 
People also must clean and 
lubricate ventilating fans 
and exhaust fans, as well as 
clean the filters and reser- 
voirs of humidifiers. Room 
radiators and boilers ‘also 
should be drained. 

An important part of 
weatherproofing a home is 
to winterize air condition- 
ers. People should discon- 
nect the electric power of a 
room air conditioner, clean 
it according to the/care 
manual, cover any part of it 
that 1s exposed to the out- 
side and, on the inside of the 
house, place a plastic sheet 
behind the front panel to 
keep out drafts.

Put a Lock on Roofing Damage 


t(MPS} As cold weather 

roaches, 1's ime again 
to hes in angual home im 
provement tasks. When 
planning this year schores, 
don't torget to check the 
roof. If it’s more than 15 
years old. there could. be 
considerable damige. 

With acold winter, leaks 
can be caused by ice dams. 
Ice dams are formed when 
heat loss melts snow on the 
roof and sends water to 
eaves, where il freezes, cre- 
ating an ice dam that pools 
oncoming snowme}lt.

Circuit breakers 
protect the insulation on the 
wiring in your home from 
damage and, as a result, re- 
duce the nsk of electrical 
fire. 


Be Aware of Safety 
Considerations 


All circuit-breaker sys- 
tems are not created equal. 
A system can meet mini- 
mum standards and sull pass 
an electrical inspection. 
Also, make sure your elec- 
trical system is “equipped 
with surge protection to han- 
die over-voltage situations 
caused by lightning or other 
power surges. 

If you're adding or re- 
placing circuit breakers, 
make cértain to use only the 
product listed on the inside 
panel of your load center. 
Some manufacturers may 
claim that their circuit 
breakers are “interchange- 
able” with other products. 
In reality, however, an “in- 
terchangeable” circuit 
breaker does not exist. A 
circuit breaker’s electrical 
and mechanical character- 
istics vary by brand, and 
while it may be physically 
possible to put an “inter- 
changeable” circuit breaker

The most obvious cul- 
prit is the grout. It can dry 
oul our crack and let water 
seep in between the ules. 
The grout may have cracked 
because something behind 
_ it Has gone wrong, 
ever. 

In fact, neither plaster 
nor drywall is a good sur- 
face to back tle. If the tile 
and grout fail to protect it, 
or if moisture gets in from 
some other source - a leak- 
ing pipe or faucet, window 
or roof leak that gets inside 
the wall - both plaster and 
drywall will crumble. Stand- 
ard drywall is not water- 
resistant, and unless it's 
been specially treated. ne1- 
ther is plaster. 

Plaster clings to its lath. 
backing because of its 
“keys” - the plaster that 
oozes through the gaps, over 
the backs of the lath strips, 
and hardens in place. Water 
damage, settlement and vi- 
bration (such as that from 
passing buses) can break 
off the keys. Once the keys 
are gone, t's only a matter 


of time before the plaster 
fails.

Bathrooms are amaz- 
ingly damp places. A sim- 
ple shower can pump gal- 
lons of moisture into the air. 
Inasense, the tiles are a thin 
line between walls and dis- 
aster. 

So when tiles are loose, 
it may require a fairly com- 
plicated procedure to fix 
them. Some fixes may be so 
extensive they knock the 
bathroom out of commis- 
sion. 

. Three case histories 1- 
lustrate some of the prob- 
lems in ule repair. 

* Randy worked on a 
bathroom in a 1 50-year-old 
house where dampness had 
invaded the plaster tle 
above the tub. When he got 
the ule off, the wall behind 
was actually slimy. He took 
out all the bad plaster and 
dred the space with a fan 
and heater. Once it was dry, 
he patched it with a fast- 
drying plaster. Then he 
primed and sealed the wall. 
He was able to replace the 
old tile with a close match. 
Then he cut down all the old 
grout and regrouted the en- 
tire bath. so it would all 
match. 

* In another project, 


_changing the layout of the 


bath is going to require 
retiling part of the tub wall. 
The new owner wants to 
install a tub larger than the 
existing one. The existing 
tile is in pretty good shape - 
which means getting it out 
will inevitably damage the 
wall. : 
The solution: cut out the 
tile wall back to the fram- 
ing; install the new tub (a 
properly installed tub is fas- 
tened into the framing; fail- 
ure to do so leads to cracks 
and gaps in the grout around 
the tub edge): replace the 
drywall; retile with match- 
ing tile and regrout the area. 
* Karol’s old bath has a 
lot of tile problems, not the 
least the fact that it's ugly.

In some instances, old 
bath tile was set on concrete 
a couple of inches thick. To 
put it in, installers sharp- 
ened the tops of the joists, 
placed floorboards onledg- 
ers a couple of inches be- 
low the points, and poured 
conerete upto the top. Over 
the yeurs. conerete can be 
damaged by water, broken 
when the house settles or 
the jorsts below are dam- 
aved - or when generations 
of plumbers chop it up in 
the course of changes or 
repairs. 

The only way to “fix” 
such a_concrete-base floor 
would be to pour new con- 
crete Of top - not a good 
idea because it’s so heavy.

, At might or in rooms not 
being used, lower thermo- 
stats to 17 Celsius: the com- 
fort zone in rooms being 
used is 20C;

- Place heaters away 
fromcurtains and draperies 
to prevent contact and to 
allow hot air to circulate 
freely;

Caulk will cuff cold wave 


— 


‘storm windows. 


The up- 
per windows no longer 
move as they have been 
painted into position. 
There are gaps at the top 
of some of them. What 


would be the best way of 


draft-proofing the win- 
dows? 

The back door to the 
kitchen also is in a very 
sad state. To begin with, 
the window for the storm 
door has been lost and the 
storm door frame no 
longer fits as snugly as it 
should. In addition, cold 
air pours in around the 
interior door. 

Are there any quick 
fixes tomy problems? And 
what should I doin terms 
of long-term weather- 
proofing? 


Start the rehabilitation of 
this criminal cold wave by 
installing removable caulk 
on all mating surfaces of 
the window joinery to cre 
ate a sealed unit. This type 
of caulk is designed solely 
for weather stripping and 
can be peeled off in. the 
spring ‘ 
Wash the window sup 
faces to make sure that no 
grease or ditt is present to 
interfere with the caulk 
bonding to the window. 

There are two types of 
caulk available for this kind 
ofweather stripping. One is 
the traditional dark gray, 
ropy caulk. The other is 
avallable in tubes and 
should be applied with a 


caulking gun. 


Caulk between the inte- 
rior window frames and the 
sash stops - the wooden 
moldings that hold the win- 


window mect, or at any lo- 
cation where you feel a draft. 


Increase energy 
~efficiency 


To increase the energy 
efficiency of your windows, 
you also might want to in- 


stall a plastic insulation MI. 
These are sheets of plastic 
attached to the interior win- 
dow moldings by two-sided 
tape. 

After the plasuc has been 
apphed to the tape. a hair 
dryer or heat gun usually 
can be uscd to shrink the 
plas’ und climinate the 
majonty of wrnkles that 
may have developed in the 
plasuc surface during in- 
stallauion 

Once again, wash the 
surfaces to which the tape ts 
to be applied in ord to 
make sure that the tape will 
bond well. The tape is ap- 
phed to all four sides of the 
window frame inas straight 
and level a manner as pos- 
sible. 

Start attaching the plas- 
lic at the top of the window 
and proceed along one side. 
Keep the material as ught 
as possible. Te attach the 
plastic to the tape, simply 
press the plastic on to the 
adhesive surface of the tape. 
While this job can be done 
by one person, it helps to 
have someone hold the plas- 
tic away from the rest of the 
tape and to keep the plastic 
as taut as possible. 

Using the same tech- 
nique, press the plastic on 
to the tape on the other side 
of the window and at the 
bottom. 


\ 


Now use a hair dryer or 
heat gun to shrink the plas- 
tic film, to further reduce 
any wrinkles that might 
have occurred and remove 
any sags in the plastic. 


Temporary replacement 


The plastic treatment can 
be used as a very temporary 
replacement for the miss- 
ing back-door. windtw. 
Weather stnpping should be 
applied around the door 
frame to further reduce 
drafts. 

While these temporary 
measures can be used to 
reduce the amount of cold 
weather setping into your 
house, you should price the 
cost of having permanent 
improvements made. If you 
can't find a replacement 
window for the back door, 
you might have to getanew 
storm door installed. 

As for the windows, you 
should get new exterior 
storm windows and install 
weather stripping on the 
interior windows. 

Arguments will be made 
to convince you to have the 
windows replaced entrely. 
If possible, you should avoid 
this as they are an intrinsic 
part of a building’s archi- 
tecture and whenever pos- 
sible should be left in place 
and properly maintained. 


Fireplace

To find out whether your 
windows need caulking, try 
this test: move a lighted 


When there isn ‘tacrack- 
ling fire in the fireplace. 
cold drafts can enter 
through the chimney. The 
mosteffective way of avoid- 
ing this is to add glass doors 
that can bé tightly closed 
when the fireplace isn't 
operating.

Preferred landfill site chosen

Emotions from both ends 
~of the spectrum were felt as 
the McKenzie Road cdndi- 
date landfill site in Sidney 
Township, was announced 
as the preferred site, last 
Wednesday. 

The Centre and South 
Hastings Waste Manage- 
ment Board consultants 
Proctor and Redfern made 
the announcement while 
presenting their Stage Two 
Document to the hoard dur- 
ing a regular board mect- 
ing, held atthe BatawaCom- 
munity Centre. 

The board recommended 
to receive the report and 
review it for 30 days to al- 
low for an economic com- 
parative study between de- 
veloping a landfill site and 
contracting out to have a 
private company perform 
the work. 

In an interview, Bill Carr, 
~ who has owned property on 
the McKenzie Side Road 
for 19 years, told the media 
“it just boils me” to see the 
consultants come back and 
recommend a candidate 


_ Site, that could possibly give 


themselves four orfive more 
years work developing it. 
He added that his biggest 
concern now is the fact that 
his “property value has dis- 
solved”. His wife, Sandra 
who was alsoin attendance, 
stated that in her opinion, 
the waste management 
board and Mr. Vogoda 
(Aikens Road site) are in 
race tosee who can receive 
environmental assessment 
approval first. 

Steven Tubb of the 
Tuftsville Farm and Home- 
owners Association said his 
group empathizéd With the 
McKenzie Road landown- 
ers and said his group would 
continue to participate in 
the process. He urged the 
board to release as much 
information on contracting 
toprivate companies as soon 
as possible. The waste man- 
agement board has received 
three proposals from pri- 
vate-companies including, 
EEC, Laidlaw and Waste 
Management Incorporated. 

Board Chairman Tom 
Deline told affected land- 
owners that they would be 
provided with a copy of the 
Stage Two document as 


_* 


soon as possible and given 
time to read the contents, 
before a meeting will be 
scheduled between the 
board and the landowners 
around both sites. Deline 
added a meeting time that 
would accommodate eve- 
ryone will be sought. 

During the consultants’ 
presentation, Bob Steele 
stated that it would cost 
$34.2 million to develop a 
site on the McKenzie Road 
site, while it would take 
$36.1 million to develop the 
Tuftsville site. 

On strengths of better 
hydrogeological suitability 
and bétter soil content as 
well as other factors the 
McKenzie Road site was 
chosen over the Tuftsville 
site. 

Steele told the board that 
the McKenzie Road site 
contained a. thicker over- 
burden throughout the site. 
The soil on the McKenzie 
Road site was described as 
a silt ull with clay seams, 


while the Tuftsville site had 


a more bouldery silt ull. In 
the category of natural fea- 
tures, the Tuftsville site had 
a provincially significant 


wetland near the site, as well 
as five protected and one 
endangered species living 
on site, while the McKenzie 
site only had one endan- 
gered species on site. 

The next steps in the 
Master Plan process, ac- 
cording to the consultants 
willinvolve comprehensive 
site specific analysis on the 
preferred landfill site and 
the preparation of the Envi- 
ronmental Assessment 
(EA) documentation to ad- 
dress the requirements of 
the Environmental Assess- 
ment Act and supporting 
documentation for an ap- 
plication for a certificatc ol 
approval to address require 
ments of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Act. Deline 
said the EA document 
should be ready to submit 
for os il by the Minis- 
ter of the MOEE in March 
of 1996.

of Health. The household- 
ers are informed that their 
water needs to be tested, 
and an evening appointment 
is solicited. 

“Public Health Inspec- 
tors from our Health Unit

do not routinely call rest 
dents about water testing,” 
said Dave Dodgson, Super 
visor, Public Health Inspee 
tion at the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit. “Nor do we 
have Inspectors going to 
private homes after 4:30 
p.m 

Restients who use well . 
water should have it tested 
about three times per year 
Water testing bottles can be 
picked up at any health unit 
office 

Residents on muntcrpal 
water supplies do not ordi 
narily require water testing 
or waler treaiment devices 
to rid the water of harmful 
germs

call the Inspection Division 
at the Hastings and Prince

The speech processor, 
worn on a belt around the 
waist, looks like a pocket 
calculator and weights 
about 3.5 ounces. The mi- 


crophone looks like a be- 


hind-the-ear hearing aid and 
is connected to the speech 
processor and transmutter by 
two cords. 

Sounds are picked up by 
the microphone and sent to 
the speech processor for 
amplification. The sound 1s 
digituzed and, via.the trans- 
mutter, stimulates the elec- 
trodes. The electrodes then 
activate the nerves in the 
inner car, creating the sen- 
sation of sound, which ts 
then torwarded to the brain 
for interpretation. 

The entire process hap- 
pens in milliseconds so a 
user can hear sounds as thes 
occur. It is stimulation of 
the nerve endings in the in- 
ner ear which ts perceived 
in the brain as sound. In 
people with profound deaf- 
ness, the specialized “hair” 
cells that sumulate the nerve 
endings no longer work. The 
cochlear implant, in és- 
sence, replaces the function 
of these “hair” celly

The Advance Payments 
Program will be available 
again this year with inter- 
est-free funding for the first 
$50,000 on crops that are in 
Storage or on crops held for 
feed. : 

The program is designed 
to provide advance funding 
on crops which are held for 
sale allowing farmers to pay 
down crop expenses, cic. 
The program also reduces 
pressure on the fall market 
which should help in main- 
taining the fall sale price. 
The maximum amount 
available under the program 
for all commodities its 
$250.000 and there is an 
interest over the $50,000 
lirmit. 

The interest rate above 
$50,000 will be calculated 
on prime minus one quarter 
percent calculated daily and 
compounded monthly. 

The Advance Payment 
Programs handled through 
a number of commodity 
markets including the 
Soybean Growers’ Market- 
ing Board, the Corn Pro- 
ducers’ Association for com 
and for barley and mixed 
gain, the Agricultural Com- 
modity Corporation. 

Other crops covered by 
the program include apples 
and tobacco. Each com- 
modity has an application 
fee depending upon: the 
amount you borrow and also 
depending on whether it will 
be sold to a participating 
buyer or farm stored. 

The commodity groups 
set the rate for payment-- 
for soybeans this year the 
rate is $125 per tonne ($4.08 
per bushel). The commod- 


‘ity groups are also respon- 


sible for loss due to non 


- payment and do have a small 


holdback fee as an adminis- 
tration cost. 

Applications are avail- 
able through the Corn Pro- 
ducers’ Association, the 
Soybean Marketing Board 
and. other agencies as well 


as through some commer- 


cial outlets and some 
OMAFRA offices. 


Corn Harvest Drying 
Costs: During the next few 


. weeks, many farmers will 
be busy harvesting their 


1995 corn crop. The high 
percentage of the crop will 
be fed in the area, much of 
it on the farm where it ts 
grown. The rest will be sold 
to commercial outlets e1- 
ther direct from the field or 
stored top sitle Reuter m the 
Hew VC 

Most vram com will be 
harvested somewhere be- 
tween 22 and 30 per cent 
moisture. Cor is seld on 
the basis of 15.5 per cent 
moisture arid must be stored 
atapproximutely this mois- 
ture content in order to pre- 
vent spoilage if exposed to 
the air. 

Some growers will have 
airtight high morsture 
storages suitable for stor 
ing high motsture com ¢t 
ther as grain or as cob meal. 
Many more will dry their 
own corn stored in bins on 
the farm or shipped to a 
commercial storage and 
drying unit. A few will store 
their crop as cob corn in 
cribs allowing the air to do 
the drying over the winter 
months. 

Growers who sell corn 
to commercial outlets are 
sometimes disappointed 
with the return. Drying com 
is a costly process because

of the energy requirements. 
It normally costs im the 
range of $9 per tonne to dry 
com from the 20 per cent 
moisture down to the re- 
quired 15.5 per cent. 

Likewase, because of the 
water content, tt takes ap- 
proximately 1,070. ktlo- 
grams (2,352 pounds jot 20 
per cent corn to equal one 
tonne of standard [5.5 per 
cent moisture corn. This 
increase goes up rapidly as 
the mortsture content goes 
up. This really means that 
extra tonnage must bemade 
up for the water contert 
which must be removed to 
make the standard tonne of 
dry corn. 

Drying costs also. vary 
depending on the energy 
source. Many farmers who 
do not have gas use pro 
pane, generally more costly 
than natural gas available 
through commercial drying 
operations. The Ontarto 
Grain and Feed Dealers’ 
Association published their 
recommended com conver 
sion charts and recom 
mended drying charges 
They also mclude the divi- 
sors todetermine how much 
wet corm ts required to make 
one tonne of dry com

| Norwood Fire and Rescue tip... 


Heating appliances must be checked 


_as cooler weather approaches 


By Paul Bitten 
(Fire & Rescue Chief) 


will soon be turning on their heat. Heating appliances are the cause of many fires each 
Vear. 
Fall is one time that your chimney should be cleaned and inspected after it has not 
been used for the past several months. This 1s particulary important if you burn wood. 
Chimney fires can be serious and can spread to-your home sometimes quite easily. 
These fires are most ofteg caused by lack of maintenance on the chimney.

Don’t Overlook the Wheel Cylinders 


You ve just had the rear 
brakes on your car serviced 
with new shoes and resur- 
faced brake drums. Things 
are gomg smoothly unul, 
one day, the rear brakes start 
grabbing. are uneven in their 
performance or, in the worst 
case, lock up. The returm ot 
your car to the shop reveals 
the problem: a failed whee! 
eviinder. which has leaked 
brake fluid and contam- 
nated your new brake shoes 

The wheel cylinder can 
be either a one- or two-pts- 
ton type (see Figure 1), and 

onverts hydraulic pressure 
into mechanical movement 
to force the brake shoes 
against the drum, which in 
tum causes the car to stop. 

The conditions for 
wheel-cylinder failure of- 
ten begin when the shoes 
are replaced, according to 
instructors. The pistons of 
the cylinder, which push 
away from each other and 
have pushed apart even fur- 
ther because of thin brake 
lining, are now pushing 
under a tighter area because 
of the new, thicker Imuing. 

The rubber cups of the 
pistons have begun rubbing 
over some corrosion that 
has built up within the cyl-

breakdown of tears and 
eventual brake-fluid leaks. 
The driver realizes some- 
thing has gone wrong when 
he-experiences uneven 
braking. grabbing or lock 
up, 4s well as a low or 
‘spongy”’ brake pedal. 

If the wheel cylinder ts 
leaking, normally there will 
be a good chance that the 
brake shoes are ruined. 
Brake fluid diminishes the 
effectiveness of the inction 
material, and once any of 
the brake shoes ona vehicle 
have been covered with 
brake fluid, the brake shoes 
should be replaced. 

Wheel-cylinder failure 
has been found to be more 
prone to occur on smaller 
cars than mid- to large-size 
cars because of the rear- 
brake designs normally 
used on smaller cars. Brake 
designs used on smaller cars 
(and even some half-ton 
pickup trucks) are predomi- 
nantly for nonservo-type 
drum brake systems. Larger 
vehicles alsouse wheel cyl- 
inders, but they normally 
have servo-type drum brake 
systems (see Figure 2) on 
the rear. Nonservo brake 
systems produce a smaller 
amount of braking energy 
than servo brakes, which 
isn’t bad since the front- 
wheel brakes perform most 
of the braking, especially if 
the vehicle has front- wheel 
drive. 

Car owners ‘ied to be 


aware that definitions of, 


“brake job” vary. For some 
technicians, a brake job may 
involve only replacing the 
brake pads or brake shoes, 
while others have a prac- 
tice of doing a more com- 
prehensive repair, repainng 
or replacing exactly what's 
needed. As part of a thor- 
ough brake repair, the wheel 
cylindérs from both sides 
should be removed and 
scarefully inspected for 
leaks, tears or wear. Evenif

By understanding differ- 

* ent-uire,characterstics tat 
can affect your vehicle's 

performance - and this is 
easier than you think - you 
can make a more informed 
tire-purchase decision. Al- 
though there are no tire en- 
cyclopedias, most of the 
information you need can 
be found right on the 
sidewall of the tire. 

The items contained on 
the sidewall provide valu- 
able information that can 
be utilized for maintenance 
purposes and when purchas- 
ing tires. It's also important 
to learn what the other des- 
ignalions represent in order 
to understand the perform- 
ance characteristics of the 
fe. 

To better understand 
what each component 
means, here is a breakdown 
of each piece of informa- 
tion.

P195/60R 14 - This is the 
size of the tire indicating 
the width, aspect ratio, con- 
struction type and diameter 
of the tire, The “P” simply 
shows this 1s a passenger- 
scar tire. The 1 9Sis the width 
of the tre in millimeters. 
The 60 refers to the tire’s 
aspect ratio, which 1s how 
tall the tire 1s compared to 
its width. For example, an 
aspect ratio of 60 ts 60 per- 
cent as tall as it is wide. 
Generally, the lower the 
number, the better the han- 
dling characteristic, but the 
ride will be more harsh. “R” 
pertains to the tire’s radial 
construction, and 14 is the 
tire’s diameter in inches. / 
85H - This indicates the 
tire’s load index and speed 
rating. The load index cor- 
responds to the 85, which 
indicates the load carrying 
capacity of 1135 Ibs. per 
tire. at the tire’s maximum 
speed. The speed rating 
defines the maximum sus- 
tainable speed at which the 
tire is certified to operate 
under ideal conditions. 
Speed ratings are given let- 
ter values that range from 
112 mph for an S rating to 
above 186 mph for Z, based 
on the performance capa- 
bilities of the tire. In this 
example, an H rating indi- 
cates that the tire is capable 
of sustaining speeds up to

ernment-standard 100-rated 
lire. 

Traction ratings pertaim 
to the tire’s ability to stop 
on wet test surfaces of as 
phalt and concrete under 
controlled conditions. The 
temperature grade of a tire 
refers to how well the tre 
can withstand heat buildup. 

Complete tire education 
doesn’t end with under 
standing the information 
contained on the sidewall. 
That only comes with 
proper maintenance. The 
old saying, “prevent prob- 
lems before they occur,” 1s 
as true with your tires as itis 
with anything else. We rec- 
ommend the following list 
of “tire checkouts,” to be 
performed on a regular ba- 
SiS. 

* Conduct visual inspec- 
tions once a month to en- 
sure that your tires are void 
of any cracks, punctures or 
other problems. You may 
have to get dirty, but it may 
keep you from being 
stranded out on the road. 


« Check ach lire’s in- 
flation pressure every three 
to four weeks toensure they 
are inflated to their maxi- 
mum pressure.

* Rotate your tires every 
5,000 miles to further en 
sure even tread wear. 


Daily maintenance of 
your tires is alsoimportant.

inmind when comering and 
braking will increase the 
life of your tres. 

Remembening that quick 
starts and stops and hard 
cornering- all accelerate 
tread wear and refraining 
from such driving practices 
will promote safe driving 
and will actually save you 
money. 


Periodic Inspection of Your 
Suspension Is Worth the Effort 


Worn-out or damaged 
shock absorbers, struts and 
springs do more than make 
you seasick. They can un-

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Exhaust systems are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to wear 
and tear, so ispections are 
important. 

Snow, ice, flying stones 
and even rough roads can 
damage your exhaust sys- 
tem. What's more. a tiny 
hole can allow enough ex- 
haust fumes to seep into the 
car. causing drowsiness and 
headaches. If someone sus- 
pects damage, they should 
get the system inspected or 
simply check 1tthemselves. ° 

Checking an exhaust sys- 
tem for wear and tear should 
be done three to four umes 
a year at changes ‘of sea- 
sons, 

* looking for white, pow- 
dery deposits on pipe joints 
and connections to the 


“manifold. This usually 


means that a gasket 1s leak- 
ing or that the bolts holding 
the joint together are loose. 

* starting the engine, then 
watching and listening to 
the exhaust-pipe joint. If you 
see exhaust puffing through 
the joint or hear a popping 
sound, the gasket may need 
replacing or bolts may need 
tightening. 

* looking from beneath 
the car at every part of the - 
exhaust system for cracks, 
holes, extreme rusting and 
general damage. 

* tapping each part of the 
exhaust system, except the 
catalytic converter, with a 
wrench. A roadworthy part 
will emit a ringing noise, 
while a worn or damaged 
one will produce adull thud. 

* checking to see if 
hanger assemblies are in- 
tact. Broken assemblies will 
cause “an -otherwise sound 
pipe or muffler to bang 
against another part of.the 
car and become damaged. 

Most of the newer cars 
are equipped with exhaust 
systems made of stainless- 
steel parts, so they last 
longer - anywhere fromfive 
to eight years, Ifa system is 
not made of stainless steel, 
it. lasts about two to three 
years. 

The life of an exhaust 
system has a lot to do with 
what kind of driving you 
do. Moisture is the key. If 
you drive long distances, 
your system is more apt to 
stay dry, due to the heat. If 
you do a lot of stop-and-go 
driving, or if your car sits 
still for long periods at a 
time, there’s more of a 
chance for moisture to col- 
lect and corrosion to start.
